Prospect Hotel and Community F: 


by Barbara Hegne 


In 1863, the military was using 
the Rancheria Trail to haul 
supplies and machinery from the 
Rogue Valley to Fort Klamath, 
Oregon some 95 miles away. 
The trail went from Jacksonville 
up Little Butte Creek over the 
Obenchain Mountain to Big 
Butte, then across the base of 
Mt McLoughlin (some called Mt. 
Pitt) to Fort Klamath. It was a 
narrow, winding and dangerous 
path through heavy woods and 
high rugged country. In winter 
near the base of Mt. McLoughlin 
deep snows covered the trail 
and left it closed. The trail was 
difficult and hard on the animals. 
Captain Sprague of Company | 
hired John Mathews, (a former 
Tennessee road builder), of 
Little Butte Creek to help find an 
easier route to Fort Klamath. 

The new route was established 
in 1865. It was called the Fort 
Wagon Road, and it passed 
through the Oregon Cascades. 
The stark beauty of the 
Cascades, dense with giant 
sugar pines and Douglas firs, 
prompted two partners, Slossom 
and Beeson, to start a sawmill in 
the upper Rogue River country. 
The lumber cut from this hard 
wood was used to build homes 
and bridges. 

Around 1876, Virginia born, 
Harvey P. Deskins, and his 
English wife Mary, took over the 
Slossom-Beeson Mill and 
named it, “The Enterprise.” Near 
the mill Deskins built a box 
house and barn. His property 

was situated, “on the east bank 
of the Rogue River on the road 
leading to Klamath Falls and 3/4 
mile from the upper bridge on 
the Rogue River.” The mill was 


located on a_ crystal clear 
mountain stream soon to be 
named Mill Creek. 

In 1882, Deskins sawed the 

lumber for a new bridge on the 
north fork of Rogue River. The 
bridge was built south of the old 
bridge and raised three feet 
higher. When the post office was 
established in July 1882, the 
community was named Deskins 
with Harvey Deskins as 
postmaster. The community 
slowly populated and the first 
marriage was held at Deskins’ 
house in January 1883, with A. 
H. Boothby Justice of the Peace. 
By this time Deskins had 36 
cattle, 7 mules, 20 swine and 12 
oxen. 
Dr. George Aiken had an office 
at Jacksonville and his brother, 
Squire, opened a merchandise 
store. In late 1883, the brothers 
moved to Deskins and took over 
Deskins’ Mill and property. 
Deskins and his wife moved to 
California and Squire Aiken 
became the postmaster and also 
opened a small store. At the end 
of 1889, Squire Aiken changed 
the name of the community to 
Prospect because he believed 
the future of the community 
would be prosperous. 

Albion and Jennie Boothby left 
their homestead on Little Butte 
Creek and moved to Deskins 
where Albion worked in the 
Enterprise Mill. In 1891, the 
Boothby’s purchased Charles 
Millsap's land and house located 
on the old Wagon road. 
Boothby’s place was midway to 
Crater Lake and a short distance 
from the Rogue River Falls, now 
called Mill Creek Falls. Travelers 
began staying with the Boothbys’ 


= 


on trips to the upper valley. Soon 
the Boothbys’ built a hotel called 
the Boothby House. The 
foundation was made of giant 
sugar pine timbers cut at the mill 
and laid over large, flat rocks. 
The hotel was completed in 
1892. The store and the post 
office were located next to the 
hotel and the stables were 
behind the hotel. In the early 
years, Boothby and Aiken ran 
the store together. 

The community of Prospect 
had hopes the giant trees would 
being the railroad to the area. 
They waited, but the railroad 
never came. Still Prospect was 
right on the road to Crater Lake 
and it became a stopping over 
place for the weary traveler. The 
Boothby House became a 
popular eating place and the 
center of community activity 
where many parties and social 
functions were held. Albion gave 
an acre of land across from the 
hotel for the Deskins School 
District # 59 

The Boothby family sold their 
property to the California-Oregon 
Power Company and Martha 
Hollenbeak leased the hotel and 
store. She ran it until Jim and 
Mary Grieve bought the hotel in 
1912 and changed the name to 
the Prospect Hotel. Jim and 
Mary Grieve were industrious 
people and the hotel became 
known as one of the best 
mountain resorts on the Pacific 
Coast. Mary's chicken and family 
style dinners were bragged 
about all over the countryside. 
Many local and _ national 
celebrities stayed at the 
Prospect Hotel during Grieves’ 
ownership. Some of the 


dignitaries included; William 
Jennings Bryan, Zane Grey, 
Teddy Roosevelt, John Muir, Mr. 
Gillette, and Jack London. Jim 
died in 1932 and Mary continued 
to run the hotel with assistance 
from long time family friend, 
Dewey Hill. When Mary died, 
Dewey took over the hotel. 

With a demand for more 
modern conveniences the old 
hotel went on the decline. Travel 
to Crater Lake could be made in 
one day and people began to 
pass through Prospect. Repairs 
to the hotel were not made and 
soon the hotel became run 
down. The roof leaked and there 
was severe damage to the 
rooms. The plumbing leaked and 
froze in the winter and the septic 
system was not up to standard. 
Dewey ran the hotel until his 
death in 1978 and with his 
passing, the hotel reverted back 
to the Grieve family. 


The hotel passed through 
several owners, each hoping to 
fix it up, but the damage was 
beyond minor repair. However, 
one of the owners did manage 
to get the hotel listed on the 
National Register. 

John and Carol Record 
purchased the hotel in 1985 
and began restoring it. They 
kept the same style and flavor 
of the old Boothby House, and 
added a private bath to each 
room. The rooms were named 
after some of the well known 
personalities who stayed there 
in the past. 

Mike and Jo Turner purchased 
the hotel in January of 1998, 
and have, with perseverance, 
brought the reputation of the 
dinner house and the hospitality 
of the historic hotel equal to the 
finest lodging in all of Oregon.

A short distance 
from town is the mighty Rogue 
River and the Mill Creek Falls. 
Over 128 years have passed 
since the settling of this 
beautiful area and although 
there have been some changes, 
the area retains its breathtaking 
beauty. This is a place that once 
you have been there, you will 
return.
